IN itself, the election of a President of the Federal States of 
America could have aroused very little, if any, of that anxiety 
which agitates those who watch a competitive struggle. The 
issue was so certain that, even amongst the people for whom 
tke event possessed a real and actual interest, the sweet pangs 
of suspense must have been wanting. 


Practically, Mr. Lincoln 
had no antagonist. 


An invitation to a four years’ occupation 
of the White House at Washington now by no means implied a 
pleasant tenure of an office, which, in a self-governed country, 
used to be accompanied with few of the cares and not too many 
of the responsibilities of state. The candidature for the pre- 
sidency was, therefore, peculiarly circumscribed on this occasion, 
and scarcely any individual emerged from comparative obscurity 
to present what has often proved the best claim to support— 
namely, an ignorance on the part of the nation over which he 
was to rule (to say nothing of the world in general) of anything 
about him. When the contest came to be confined to Mr. 
Lincoln and General M‘Cleljan, the principles on which it was 
to be conducted were supposed to be defined. The one was 
the acknowledged representative of the Republican and the war 
party; the other was announced to stand as typifying the 
Democrats, and something more, for, while he was proclaimed 
as the embodiment of a policv which desired the preservation 
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of the Union, it also comprehended the restoration of peace 
between the contending States, However those who laid down 
this policy proposed to carry it out, at least General M‘Clellan 
at a very early period of his candidature, which, by-the- 
by, seemed on a great measure to have been involuntary on his 
part, disclaimed all notion of being responsible for the opinions 
which had been inscribed for him on what the Americans call 
his ticket ; declined to pledge himself at least to a peace-at-any- 
price policy, and so effectually neutralised any opposition to Mr, 
Lincoln, which was thereafter carried on but feebly in his 
name, and the race became as nearly as possible a walk over, 
On the face of it, then, it would appear that the principles which 
Mr. Lincoln professes and which in an especial manner he may

There were contradictory reports that he had succeeded in crossing the 
Tennessee with his troops, and that he had been foiled in the attempt.

General Price was said to have been again defeated by the Federals 
at Newtonia, and to be retreating with his recruits and supplies 
towards Arkansas; and the Confederate invasion of Missouri was 
apparently regarded as terminated, for the Federal Generals Rosecranz 
and Pleasanton had returned to 8t. Louis, 

There had been no serious operations in the neighbourhood of 
Richmond, though there had been some skirmishing, caused by a 
Confederate reconnaissance of General Grant’s left. General Lee's 
forces are said to be now as numerous as Grant's, and an offensive 
movement on the part of Lee was expected. 

In the Shenandoah Valley General Ewell has superseded Early in 
the command of the Confederates ; and Sheridan, with his Fede - 
troops, has retired to Windsor. There are rumours of an advance by 
Early, also of a co-operation movement by Longstreet and Brecken- 
ridge in South-Western Virginia for an invasion of the Northern 
States, At last dates Sheridan was near Winchester, and the Con- 
federates at Newmarket, receiving reinforcements, 

In consequence of the destruction of the Confederate ram 
Albemarle, the Federal gun-boats had been enabled to reoccupy the 
town of Plymouth, in North Carolina. 

The news of the seizure of the Florida at Bahia had been received, 
and had provoked much discussion; but the New York Times, a 
journal in the confidence of the ‘Administration, declared that 
“ America owed Brazil satisfaction and an apology, in accordance 
with the usage of nations, for the seizure of the Florida.” 

The privateer Chickamauga continues her depredations. 

Numerous citizens in Chicago have been arrested, charged with a 
lot to burn the city and release the Confederate prisoners. The 
Jemocrats have issued a protest declaring that the arrests were made 

an excuse for military interference at the polls, 

General Butler had taken the chief command of the troops in the 
State of New York ; and it was asserted that he had warned goldbrokers 
that they must not speculate in gold to the detriment of the 
Government, Mr. Fenton has been elected Gove mor of New York. 

The price of gold had varied from 260 to 243j, standing at the 
latter quotation. 

New York advices state that Mr. Charles Windsor, for fourteen 
years one of the principal cashiers of the Mercantile Bank in that 
city, has ahecended, leaving a deficiency in his accounts of nearly 
£50,000, The Mercantile Bank, after deducting this loss, has still a 
reserve of about £90,000,

FOR THE CURIOUS. 

y of Antiquaries held the first moeting of the season on the 
17th inst., Earl St anhope, the president, in the chair; when Mr. Tite, 
M.P., read a paper of considerable interest, descriptive of some 
recently-discovered remains of the Wall of Roman London. Mr. Tite 
tated that his discovery, in 1853, of the beautiful teaselated pave- 
ment, 15 ft. lower than the foundations of Gresham House, in Broad- 
street, led him to believe that similar remains existed in the same 
neighbourhood ; strengthened by the fact that in Trinity- equare a 
portion of the ancient wall still existed above ground, which, though 
not Roman, was supposed to rest on Roman foundations. (Here were 
found, in 1852, the supposed volute of a capital and other enriched 
remains, besides a supposed Roman sarcophagus, nearly entire, now in 
the B ritish Museum.) In 1841, the Blackwall Railw: ay, further north 
than this point, cut through Roman remains of the great wall, beyond 
which, however, things remained in the same state until the autumn 
of this year.

Surinam was first taken possession of by the English, who formed 
a settlement in its present capital, Paramaribo, which city they 
built. In 1664, the Dutch attempted to form a settlement in the same 
neighbourhood, but were compelled by the English to retire. In 
February, 1667, however, during the inglorious war of Charles II. with 
Holland, the Dutch drove out the Engtish. Paramaribo was, indeed, 
in October of the same year, again recaptured by the English ; yet it 
was ceded to the Dutch, a few months later, on concluding the Treaty 
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PORT LYTTELTON, NEW ZEALAND.--SEE PAGE 535, 
of Breda. In 1804, Surinam again fell into the hands of the English, 
but they took possession of it merely to prevent its being occupied 
by the French, who were then masters of Holland; and by the 
wrovisions of the Treaty of Vienna it was again transferred to the 
Dutch in 1816. 

The soil of Surinam is extremely rich. Its forests abound with wild 
animals and birds of magnificent plumage. The country is traversed 
by broad navigable rivers. Of the 2800 geographical square miles, 
included in the Dutch territory, only 700 have been explored, and 
only thirty laid out as plantations. According to a recent census, 
the free population amounted to about 13,000, and the slave popu- 
lation to about 40,000, But in the interior of the country there are 
still numerous Indian tribes, who, rude and savage, obtain their whole 
subsistence from Nature's abundant stores—neither sowing, nor reap- 
ing, nor gathering into barns, There are, too, a host of “ wood- 
negroes,” or runaway slaves, who have often formed themselves into

companies, excited their captive brethren to revolt, and become so 
formidable by their numbers as to have extorted treaties of friendship 
and commerce from the settlers and from the Government. The 
resources of this colony are literally unlimited, but require labour 
and capital to develop them. The climate, though tropical, is not 
exhausting for Europeans; locomotion by land and water is easy 
and inexpensive. We may hope that the liberty which the Dutch 
Parliament has bestowed upon the population of Surinam will not 
degenerate into license, and that they will show that their free labour 
is more profitable than slave labour has ever been. The thriving little 
city of Paramaribo, the capital of this colony, is pleasantly situated 
on the river Surinam, which is a scene of much bustle and traffic.

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THE LATE 
MR. J, R. M‘CULLOCH., 


Mr. M‘Cutocu, the well-known 
author of many books of high 
authority upon topics of political 
economy and national finance, died 
on the i 1th inst., at the Stationery 
Office, of which establishment he 
had been Comptroller for many 
years. The deceased gentleman 
was in his seventy-sixth year, 
He was the son of a small landed 
roprietor in Wigtonshire, and was 
a at the Isle of Whithorn. 
He came to Edinburgh early in 
life, and was for some time occu- 
ied as a clerk in a writer's or 
awyer’s office. A more congenial 
field of labour opened for him 
when the Scotsman newspaper 
was started, in the year 1816, 
Mr. M‘Culloch sent a contribution 
to the fourth number; and Mr. 
Maclaren, at once recognising the 
value of such a writer, enlisted 
him as a colleague. Mr. Maclaren, 
in the course of a year, resigned 
the editorship entirely into the 
hands of Mr. M‘Culloch, who re- 
tained it about two years. During 
this period, not ps by his con- 
nection with the Scotsman, but by 
his contributions tothe Edinburgh 
Review and his delivery of public 
lectures on political economy, Mr, 
M‘Culloch became well known as 
a writer and a student of that 
science. In 1820, when Mr. 
Maclaren, resigning his office in 
the Custom House, resumed the 
editorship of the Scotsman, Mr, 
M'Culloch left Edinburgh for 
London, where he continued, with 
increasing success, his labours as 
author and lecturer, In 1828 he 
was chosen Professor of Political 
Economy in University College, 
London, a situation he 
quently resigned; and in 
received the appointment of 
Comptroller of her Majesty's 
Stationery Office, which he has 
since held. His ‘Commercial 
Dictionary ” is, of all his works, 
the most generally known and 
appreciated. This, as well as his 
“Geographical Dictionary,” is a 
monument of vast industry and 
research. The intervals in which 
he was not occupied in revising 
the several editions of these bulky 
compilations were fully occupied 
by other literary tasks, such as his 
“ Principles of Political Economy,” 
his “Treatise on Taxation,” his 
solid and well-considered contri- 
butions to the “Encyclopedia 
Britannica” and Edinburgh Re- 
view. He also conducted carefully 
and conscientiously the duties of 
his highly responsible office as 
Comptroller of Stationery; intro- 
ducing, we believe, reforms in the 
management of that department 
which have effected an annual 
pounds.

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DESTRUCTION OF THE 
STEAM-PACKET ROANOKE. 
THE magistrates in session at the 
Townhall of St. George's, Ber- 
muda, on the 10th ult., investi- 
gated a singular charge of piracy 
against Lieutenant John C. Braine, 
Acting Master in the Navy of the 
Confederate States, and a party of 
men in the same service, who were 
prosecuted by the Attorney- 
General of Bermuda for unlawfully 
seizing and destroying the United 
States mail-steamer Roanoke 
upon the high seas. The charge 
fell to the ground, of course, on 
the production of Lieutenant 
Braine’s commission and his letter 
of instructions from Mr. 8. R. 
Mallory, the Secretary of the 
Navy of the Confederate Govern- 
ment. The prisoners were there- 
fore immediately discharged ; but 
as the capture of this vessel, 
whether an act of legitimate war- 
fare or not, was effected by most 
unusual means, it is worthy of a 
brief narrative and Illustration. 
It seems that the Roanoke was 
accustomed to ply regularly be- 
tween Cuba and New York; and 
at four o'clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 29 she left the port of Ha- 
vannah, passing the Moro Castle, 
at five p.m., with twenty-four 
cabin passengers and sixteen in 
the steerage, the officers and crew 
numbering fifty, making in all 
ninety persons on board. The 
steamer proceeded on her voyage 
at a speed of twelve knots per 
hour, running within sight of the 
coast for two or three hours, the 
time passing agreeably and with 
out anything unusual having 
occurred until 9.20 p.m., when 
about twenty-five miles off the 
coast of Cuba. The captain and 
crew were then surprised by a 
party of ten men among the pas- 
sengers, under the command of 
Lieutenant Braine, who went 
through the ship dressed in a 
naval uniform, exclaiming, “In 
the name of the Confederate 
States of America, I demand the 
surrender of this vessel as a law- 
ful prize,” and calling upon Cap- 
tain Drew, the commander of the 
Roanoke, to surrender as a prisoner 
of war. The announcement was 
i sdiately followed by the dis- 

ge of several pistols, with 
which the attacking party were 
armed, From that moment the 
work of capture commenced. 
Lieutenant Braine, taking the 
upper deck of the vessel, accom- 
panied by his second officer, the 
purser, and a seaman, secured the 
the captain and officers on the 
deck, placing them in irons, while 
the first officer, first and second 
engineers, and the seamen pro-

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THE PRESIDENTIAL CONTEST 
(From a Correspondent.) 
New York, Nov. 3. 
Tue struggle for the presidency increases in interest as well as in bit- 
terness. The passions of both parties have been excited, and accus- 
ations of fraud and falsification of balloting papers, committed, 
attempted, and planned, have been as thick as 
Iron sleet of arrowy shower. 

On the side of the Republican, or Lincoln, party, nothing is heard 
but a daily din of “Treason ! treason!” while on that of the Demo- 
cratic, or M‘Clellan, party, as vehement a cry is continually raised of 
“Tyranny!” and “Usurpation!” The partizans of Mr. Lincoln 
have the advantage of possession, and unwisely threaten to employ 
the military force at their disposal to keep the peace on the day of 
election, to prevent the reception of illegal and fictitious votes, and to 
arrest all “traitors” and other “disloyal” or “suspected” persons 
who shall present themselves at the polls. The opposing party, scan- 
dalised at the accusation either of “ treason” or “ disloyalty ” directed 
against them by a faction that the accident of 
being the faction of the “ins ” not of the “outs,” 
declares, in the plainest English, its determination to resist 
by force of arms any attempt on the part of the Federal 
Government or its military officials to coerce the people, or interfere 
with the freest exercise of the constitutional right. They assert that 
the presence of soldiers at the polls, except as citizens, to cast in their 
votes like the rest, is an outrage upon public liberty which cannot be

MUSKETRY INSTRUCTION IN THE ARMY. 

The Inspector-General of Musketry, General Charles Hay, in his annual 
report to his Royal Highness the Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief on 
the progress of musketry instruction in the Army, and on the schools of 
musketry at Hythe and Fleetwood, states that the Ist Dragoon Guard 
tinguished itself above all cavalry regiments in ite firin 
1863-4, the figure of merit obtained by it being 22°17. The 49th 
stands at the head of the infantry, its figure of merit being 51-37, me 
ments have held this very honourable position for two years in succession. 
The 15th Hussars (19°54) is second on the list of cavalry regiments. The 
second battalion Grenadier Guards holds the first place in the division of 
Guards, and is second on the list of all the infantry regiments, having obtained 
50°09 as its figure of merit. The best shooting company of the service is No. 1 
Company of the 49th Foot, its figure of merit being 56°64; and the best 
shot in the whole Army is Colour-Sergeant H. Farncombe, Dépot 4th 
Battalion Rifle Brigade, who obtained 22 points in the first-class firing at 
distances varying from 650 to 900 yards. The best judge of distances is 
Private D. Connors, of the 99th Foot, 27 points having been awarded to him 
in the first class, General Hay reports that in the cavalry the figure of merit 
has improved by nearly one point in the firing of the past season, and the 
percentage of men eligible to receive rewards for good shooting is almost 
double that of the previous year. In the infantry, too, there has been an 
improvement in almost every stage of the firing practice. This has shown 
iteelf chiefly in individual shooting, nearly one fourth of the whole Army 
having fired in the first class (viz., 24°7 per cent), and 13,945 men have been 
recommended for extra pay as “ marksmen,” being 4571 men in excess of 
the number which the sum of £16,671 7s, 6d. allotted to this purpose will pay. 

The report on the schools of musketry at Hythe and Fleetwood is most 
satisfactory. During the year there were trained at those establishments 363 
officers—viz., 3 of the Royal Navy, 24 of the cavalry, and 336 of the infantry, 
1553 non-commissioned officers and privates, and 35 volunteers of all ranks, 
being an increase of the numbers trained in the previous year of 47 officers 
and 306 of other ranks. Of the officers exercised 77 per cent passed into the 
first clase, and 79 per cent of t ther ranke. The number of sergeante who 
inderwent a course of instruction at the schools was 732, of which number 

or 45 per cent, qualified for the appointment of sergeant instructors of 
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musketry, this being an increase of 14 per cent 
who received certificates.

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TRIAL OF RIFLES AT WOOLWICH, 

The annual trial of various descriptions of rifles began on Tuesday, under 
the management of the National Rifle Association. The object of these trials 
is to obtain the best possible description of firearm, to be used in the compe- 
tition at the long ranges at the Wimbledon prize-meeting, All gunmakers are 
invited to attend and compete on these occasions. The contest has each year 
grown more and more keen, The Whitworth rifle, which, in the early days of 
the association, obtained an easy victory over the regulation Enfield, has in 
each succeeding year found competitors who have run it very closely; and 
last year it was beaten very decidedly in some of the ranges, though, upon the 
whole shooting, it proved to have been the better weapon. This year Mr. 
Whitworth has disappeared from the scene. He did not appear as one of the 
competitors, being probably too much occupied with the struggle between 
Sir W. Armstrong and himself with the great guns at Shoeburyness and 
Portsmouth. The National Rifle Association was represented by the Earl of 
Aberdeen, Earl Ducie, Captain Mildmay secretary of the association), 
Captain Page, Captain Ross, and others, Mr Rigby, of Dublin, and Mr. Henry, 
of Edinburgh, were the only two gunmakers present.

THE EARTHQUAKE IN MEx1co.—The Constitutionnel supplies 
the following particulars ;:—*‘ In the capital the oscillations, which were first 
from north to south, and then from east to west, were followed by that 
trembling movement which renders such phenomena so formidable. Some 
old buildings in the suburbs fell to the ground, but no loss of life took place. 
At Puebla the consequences were mor¢ A letter from that town, 
dated the 3rd, states that the earthquake lasted from twenty-eight to thirty 
seconds, The cupola and a part of the tower of the church of San-Augustin, 
the sculptured shield in front of the palace, a portion of the convent of San 
Juan de Dios, and a large number of houses, all fell to the ground, The total 
number of victims was not known, but seventeen French soldiers were killed 
or wounded, and twenty-nine of the inhabitants had been taken to the hos- 
pital, more or less severely hurt. According to telegraphic despatches received 
in the capital, the earthquake was felt with more or less violence on the whole 
line of the route from Vera Cruz, especially at Acultzingo, Palma, Orizaba, 
Cordova, and La Soledad. A communication from Tehuacan mentions that 
great damage was done in that tow: Nearly all the belfries in the place and 
the Townhall lie in ruins, and a large number of houses were in a tottering 
condition ; the inhabitants have almost al! left the town. At Orizaba a 
church tower recently erected was thrown down, and the walls of a number 
of houses remain in a dangerous state.” 


THREE CHILDREN Lost In tur BusH,—The following 
touching story is told by the Melbourne correspondent of the Times :—*"* Some 
weeks back, at the station of Mr. Dugaid Smith, at Horsham, two boys, aged 
nine and five, and a girl, aged seven, the children of a carpenter, named Duff, 
wandered into the bush and were lost. They had been sent out by their mother, 
as they had often gone out on the same errand before, to gather broom, and, not 
returning before dark, the parents became alarmed, and a search commenced. 
The father, assisted by friends and neighbours in large numbers, scoured the 
country in every direction for nights and daysinvain, At length, in despair, 
the assistance of some aboriginal blacks was obtained, these people possessing 
an almost bloodhound instinct in following up the very faintest tracke. The 
blacks soon came upon the traces of the little wanderers, expatiating, as these 
trackers always do, at every bent twig, or flattened tuft of grass, on the 
apparent actings of the objects of their search. ‘ Here little one tired ; sit 
down. Big one kneel down, carry him along. Here travel all night; dark ; 
not see that bush; her fall on him.’ Further on, and more observations. 
* Here little one tired again ; big one kneel down ; no able to rise, fall flat on 
his face. The accuracy of these readings of the blacks was afterwards 
curionsly corroborated by the children themselves. On the eighth day after 
they were lost, and long after the extinction of the faintest hope of their ever 
being again seen alive, the searching party came on them. They are described 
as having been found lying al! of a row on a clump of broom among some trees, 
the youngest in the middle, carefully wrapped in his sister's frock. They 
appeared to be in a deep and not unpleasant sieep. On being awoke the eldest 
tried to sit up, but fell back. His face was so emaciated that his lips would 
not cover his tecth, and he could only just feebly groan ‘Father.’ The 
youngest, who had suffered least, woke up as from a dream, childlike demana- 
ing, ‘ Father, why @idn’t you come for us sooner ? we were cooeying for you.” 
The sister, who was almost quite gone, when lifted up could only murmur 
* Cold, cold.’ No wonder, as the little creature had stripped herself of her 
frock, as the elder boy said, ‘to cover Frank, for he was crying with cold.’ 
The children have done li, and are rapidly recovering. They were without 
food, and, by their own account, drank water only once during the whole time 
they were out, and this was from the Friday of one week until th:

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WE have engraved this week two more Illustrations of the scenery of 
Sarawak, the seat of Sir James Brooke’s Government in Borneo; and 
these, as well as the two published in our Journal of the 5th inst., are 
from the sketches with which we were favoured by Mr. Frederick 
Boyle.

THE EMANCIPATION OF THE RUSSIAN SERFS, 
THE Russian journals contain details respecting the progress of the 
emancipation of the serfs up to the month of August last, at which 
date it would appear that there were only eight regulating charters 
still uncompleted, while 111,568 have been already brought into exe- 
cution ; and these refer to estates on which already reside 10,001,220 
country people. The most circumstantial details have been received 
respecting 109,750 of these charters, relating to estates on which 
9,776,017 country people reside. A third of these charters (33,544) 
cause the total cessation from the present of all transitory relations in 
regard to 4,521,878 people, the half of the freed serfs, who thus find 
themselves completely liberated from their former masters. As man 
as 2,133,043 people have come into complete ee of their 
plots of bok and of this number 430,702 have required no 
assistance from the State. In the nine western provinces all the 
country people, without exception, have become proprietors, 


which fact is to be attributed to the particular condition 
attending the situation of these provinces. Of the rest of Russia, the 
province of Kharkof holds the first rank as regards the progress of 
reform. The number of its country people entirely freed, and to 
whom territorial property has been given, represents 72 per cent of the 
total of its former serfs. Next follow the provinces of Ecatherinoslaf, 
of the Tauride, of Vonoreje, Kherson, Kazan, and Tchernigoff, where 
the number is from 51 to 62 per cent. At Orenburg the number is 
49 per cent. At Saratof, Simbirsk, Poltawa, Don, Samara, Perm, and 
Viatka it is 34 to 44 per cent. At Peuza the number is 32 per cent, 
at Koursk and Tambof more than 22 per cent, and at Smolensk 19 per 
cent. In the other provinces of Russia the number of country people 
who have become absolute proprietors is below 15 percent. In the 
governments of St. Petersburg and Moscow it varies between 10 and 
11 per cent. This is considered to be a very satisfactory result after 
three years’ trial of the system; and the work of emancipation is 
looked upon as entirely achieved,

The Right Hon. John Thomas Manners-Sutton, second Baron Manners, of |

died at Hastings, 
on the 14th inst., | 
from an illness sup.

His son, the 

second Baron, the subject of this notice, was born in Dublin, on Aug. 17, 

1818, and succeeded his father on May 31, 1842. He was a Captain in the 

West Suffolk Militia, and a Deputy Lieutenant of Suffolk, in which county 

he onoe held a prominent position as resident owner of Fornham, near Bury 

St. Edmunds. He married, on Sept. 23, 1848, Lydia Sophia, third daughter of 

Captain William Bateman Dashwood, R.N., and by her, who survives him, 

leaves a youthful family of four sons and three daughters.

28th of November, 1788, and was educated at Harrow School, and at 
vy College. He entered the Army Ensign the Coldstream Guards 
on the 10th of March, 1804. He was appointed Adjutant in that regiment on 
the 14th of April, 1808 ; and Major of Brigade on the 10th of June, 1810; and 
Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel on the 25th of July, 1814. He retired from 
the Army in 1846. Colonel Dawkins was present with the second brigade of 
Guards during the retreat of the Freach army from Santarem in 1811, and at 
the Battle of Fuentes d’Onor in the same ye He was engaged at the siege 
of Ciudad Rodrigo, in 1812; also at the tle of Sal 
Badajos, in the same year ; at the Battle of V 
of the Nive and Nivelle and at the crossing of the Adour River, in 1814 ; and 
also during the whole of the operations before Bayonne in that year, being 
badly wounded at the enemy's sortie from the latter place. He was also with 
his company at the Battle of Waterloo and the capitulation of Paris, and 
remained with the army of occupation. Colonel Dawkins received the war 
medal, with six clasps, for Nive and Nivelle, Vittoria, Salamanca, Ciudad 
Rodrigo, Fuentes 4’Onor, and also the medal for Waterloo. He became a 
Colonel, Jan, 10, 1837. Colonel Dawkins represented Boroughbridge in Par- 
liament from 1820 to 1830, and was a Deputy Lieutenant and J.P. of Oxford 
He married, in 1821, Emma, eldest daughter of Thomas Duncombe, 
, of Copgrove, in the county of York, and niece of Charles, first Lord 
yersham, by whom he leaves two sons and two daughters. He is encceeded

THE GIBBON OF TENASSERIM (Hylobates Lar),.—We s 
few particulars respecting this remarkable animal from som 
Lieutenant-Colonel 8. R. Tickell, in the Journal of the Asiatic Societ 
04, The hylobates lar is found in great abundance in all 
skirting the hills, which run from north to south through the provinces 
Tenasserim. They ascend the hills themselves up to an elevation of 
3500 feet above the sea level, but not higher, and are u ually met 
parties of from eight to twenty, composed of individuals of all ages, 
forests which it inhabits resound with their cries from sunrise to about nine 
a.m, Afternine or ten a.m, they become silent, and are engaged feeding on fruit, 
young leaves, buds, shoots, and insects, for which they will occasionally come 
to the ground. When approached, if alone, they will sometimes sit close 
doubled up in a thick tuft of foliage, or behind the fork of a tree near the top, 
80 screened as to be quite sheltered from the shot of the sportsman, But 
when forced from its concealment and put to flight, the gibbon is not 
easily shot.
